Dr. Syama Prasad Mookerji's statement on Kashmir 


dated 12.4.1952 


The future of Kashmir has been deep ry agitating the 
minds of all Sections of indians irrespective of peau affilia- 
tion for the last four years. While the Wane ne created by the 
Security Council has yet to be solved, new developments are 
Slowly coming into the forefront due to the reported pian of 
the ruling party in Kashmir regarding the terms of final 
aocession to India. Quite apart from legal and constitutional 
techicalities, Specially following the withdrawal of the 
British from india, Kashmir has all along been an integral 

part of Indien although its accession to India is now confined 
only to three Subjects, viz., foreign relations, communications 
and defence. It has been the earnest hope of aii well-wishers 
of the country that KaShmir Should be fully integrated to 

India just as other states have been, From the legal stand- 
point it was open to more than 600 of the Indian States which 
became nominally autonomous after the lapse of British Sover- 
ignty in 1947 to get themselves loosely attached to India 

in reSpeot of these three subjects alone, In fact, this device 
of looSe association was not the result of the deliberate will 
of the people of India, but was a part of the British scheme 
for the emergence of a lo®Sely knit India which was not to .. 
remain under the control of a Strong and representative Centrel 


Government, Even this loose association was not aceptable to Mr.: 


Jinnah and ultimately the country had to be divided to satisfy 
the intranSignence of the Moslem League, While the partition 
reSulted in unprecedented havoc and miSery, it also led to the 
disappearenceof the loose structure of Indien Union as contem- 
plated by the British authorities, All the States realised 
that their safety and welfarc were intimetely mixed up with 
the fate of Indis as a whole and barring Hyderabad they all 
voluntarily came to form indissoluble part of the Indian 
Constitution. Hyderabad resisted and raised the standard 

of revolt and ultimtely this was Solved in a manner which 

was consistent with the safety and welfare of India as e whole. 


Kashmir naturelly stood apart from the rest of the Indian 
States due to the Clash between Sndian and Pakistan and the : 


intervention of the Security Council, The stand taken by the 
Government of India has been that the question of accession is 
to be finaliy decided by the people of Kashmir themselves, The 
Constituent Assembly of Kashmir hes not yet finally decided this 
question but the trend of recent events markedly indicates ` 
that the present ruling party is not in fevour of full acce- 
ssion. We are aware that there is a Strong volume of opinion 
within Kashmir territory its/which is against such a decision 
but that may not be effeeaigclv demonstrated inside the 
&Ssembly constituted as it is. this is/e party question at 
all. If there are Sections of people who honestiy believe 

that full accession to India can alone Save amd conSoll-: 

date Keshmir, they should be allowed unfettered right to 
express their opinion. This is a matter which elso vitally 
concerns India and the people of India must be alert and 

raise their voice before it is too late, 


Shaikh Abdulle's speech as reported this morning is a 
Staggering disclosure of the inner working of his mind. He 
Was declered that he is not in favour of full integration 
because the Moslems of Kashmir are nervous about communelism 
in Indie, This is a strange and sinister statement calculated 
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to strengthen the hands of Fakistan,' ånd to suggest that the 
lives of Kashmiri- Muslims depend on one men - Mr. Nehru - 
reveals not only lack of res onSibility but distrust of a whole 
nation. The Indien Gens titutien is free from all sectarian 
bias and it guarantees full and equal treatment to all classes 
of the Indian people, There is no reSponsible section of 
the people of ‘India today who believe that the destiny of 
their mother-land could ever lie in the path of narrowness or 
Communéalism. Indeed Pakistan was created beceuse of fanatical 
communal agitation. Those who talk loudly against communalisn, 
In India today were the very persons who surrendered to the 
worst type of communelism, leading not only to the vivisecti on 
of Indie but also to untold misery and Suffering of millions 
of people, Himu end Moslem. India's Salvation lies in main- 
taining her integrity and develo ing a common idea of Im ian 
nationhood, embracing all her inhabitants irrespective of caste, 
creed or religion. Sheikh &bduilah offers accesSion with his 
left hend, while having secession up his sleeve. He evidently 
envisages Kashmir as a buffer State between India and Pakistan.

Praja Parishad and member of the State Heure UNE 


ASSemly given out at a press conference in New Delhi 


The growing deterioration in the internal situation of 
Jammu and Kashmir State whieh, if not improved in time, is 
bound to affect adversely the wider interest of India as a 
whole. The need for greater attention and speed ky improve- 
ment in the Situation has been mede imperative by the recent 
developments in Pakistan, intensification of the Pakistani 
propanganda and preparations for sebotage and war from in- 
Side &nd ougide this strategic part of India, 

Eleven years have passed Since Jammu and Kashmir State, 
which has been an intergral part of India, historically, 
geographically and culturally all through the ages, acceded 
to India according to the procedure laid down in the 
Mountbatten Plan, It was then hoped thet the anemolies in 
the reletionship of Jammu and Kashmir wit? the rest of India 
will be removed and its people, eS citizens of India, 
will be given opportunity vo turn ^ new leef in their lives: 
end live as equal citizens of Indie enjoying the rights 
and liberties guc2anteed by the Constitution of India, 

But these hopes and aspirations have remained unful- 
filled So far, The Government of India has thought it fit 
to lay Store more by a few individuels than by the people 
of the State sS Such, And these individuels, first Shiekh 
Abdulleh and now Bakhshi Ghulam Mohemmed, sre more interes- 
ted in keeping themSelves in power by denying to the 
people their basic rights and liberties, than in develop- 


ing e Spirit of unity end eyuality in the people of the 
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State and their brethren in the rest“of India, It is 
this desire to keep power in his own hends which moti- 
vated Shiekh Abdullah to insist upon e Seperate Constitu- 
tion for the Stete which gave him and his Government 
Special and unchallenged powers to ride rough Shod over 
the basic rights, liberties end aspirations of the people 
to be one with the rest of India, 

With the downfall of Shiekh Abdullah and rise of 
Bekbshi Ghulam Mohammad to power hopeS were raised once 
again that anamolies in the reletionship of Jammu and 
Kashmir State with the rest of India will be removed once 
for ali and that disabilities from which the people of the 
State were Suffering because of the discrimination made 
against the State in the Constitution of India will be 
done away with, But we are pained to say that even 
though five years have passed Since thet change over, 
little has been done to remove that discriminetion, 

Rather the situation has been worsened by the way the 
Special powers enjoyed by the ruling junta in the State as 
a result of thet discrimination are being exploited to 
Suppress democrstic opposition through organised lawless- 
ness and political corruption to perpetuate its own power, 
The normal safeguards for the liberties of the people in a 
democratic State Such es free end independent judiciary, 
free and fair elections end impartial and efficient sdmini- 
stration have virtually ceazed to exist in the Stete. 
LAWLESSNESS;- | 

AS a result of the absence of full jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court of Indie over the State and corrupting 
influence of the ruling junta civil liberties of the people 
in the State have been Severly curbed and organised goond- 


ajsm for the Suppression of real or Suppos ed political ` 
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opponents of the ruling junta hes been the order of the 
day, Not to speak of ordinery people even prominent people 
like Thakur Rajinder Singh M.L.A,, Syed Mir Kasim ML Ass 
Shri Ghulam Rasool Kar M.L.4À.jy Shri Abdul Rehman end Sardar 
Bachan Singh Penchhi; both members of the Praja Parishad 
executive; and Shri Ghulam Mohmmad Renzu ex-Speaker of the 
State ASSenbly heve been the victims of this lawlessness 
during the last two years. On the other hand proclaimed 
breakers of law have been allowed to go scot free and even 
criminal cases age inst Such people Have been withdrawn 
simply because they belonged to the ruling perty. Naturally 
this has created a SenSe of insecurity among the people who 
are fast loosing their faith in the administration, 
RIGGED ELECTIONS. 

Elections which are the ultimate and effective menas 
of expressing a peoples feeling and demonstrating their 
power in a democratic State have been reduced to a farce in 
the State. Since the jurisdiction of the Election Commission 
5f India does not extend to the State, the last elections 
to the State ASsembly were conducted by an election officer 
appointed by the State Governmen5 in a most irresponsible t 
and partial manner, The entire officiel machinery was 
m@bilised to support the ruling party, Bundles of blank 
ballot papers were distributed among the workers of the 
ruling perty in advance, end bellot boxes were tampered with, 
And when, as in the case of Reasi constituency, it foe ANS 
covered that Praja Perished candidate wes leading by 2162 
votes inSpite of all these precautions, repolling was ordered 
in four polling Stations and things were So arranged that 
these four polling Stations made up the leed of over 2000 
votes but also gate the National Conference candidate a 


lead af about 500 votes. The way it wes d-~e can be welt 
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understood by the details of the voting. At Tulibenna 
polling station it was Shown that out of a total electorate 
of 1590, 1570 turned up to vote and out of them 1550 voted 
for National Conference, It wes found on enquiry that of 
the 20 who did not turn up to vote 12 were deed end A were 
in jeil. Is this not 8 miracle, when the entire polling 8 
area was hilly and the voters had to come from distances 

of six to Seven miles to vote. Cancellation of the nomi- 
nation pepers of the opposition candidates on most flimsy 
grounds is a very general feature, 

Twenty election petitions challenging the election of 
National Conference candidetes from Jammu province heve 
been filed but only one has been dec ided so far. Only 
one Single member nip une) hes been appointed to hear 
these petitions and he functions from Srinegar while all 
the petitions are from Jammu province, It is therefore, 
presumed that not a Single petition will be decided till 
about the end of the present term of the State ASSembly, 

Not content with this kind of rigging of assembly 
elections, Bakhshi Ghulem Mohemmed 's perty hes begun to 
adopt Similer methods in elections to the local bodies. 
Efforts are openly made to force the opposition candidates 
to withdraw from the contest, their proposers kidnapped, 
and man-handled, Shri Ganjer Singh, Praja Perishad 
candidate for Kathua Town Area Committee wes forced to 
withdrew almost on the point of boyonet by the Deputy 
Commissioner of the district, What is worse, defeated 
National Conference cendidetes ere decisred elected, as 
happened at Bistnah, When the successful Pra ja parishad 
candidate protested against this most glering high hanãed- 


ness he was arrested and tort ured in police look up. 
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POLITICAL CORRUPTION AND 
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To top all,political corruption end nepotism has 
been carried to the farthest limits, Contracts, route- 
permits and other kind of allurements are being uSed to 
win over the opposition people and reward ins Supporters of 
of the ruling party, Funds allotted for Five Year Plan 
are being misuSed for party work and Corrupt and ineffici- 
ent but partisan officials are being given preference over 
honest and efficient officials, This has demoralised the 
Services, 

All this has been Severely taxing the patience of 
the people whose faith in the administrationa and democrstic 
TemedieS has been very muoh undermined, AS 8 result 
discontent in the State is growing end the nationalist and 
patriotic forces are feeling frustrated, Enemy agents sre 
taking full advantage of the situation $5 putting the 
whole biame on the Governnent of India which is represented 
aS the power and sanction behind the rampant corruption, 
nepotism and lawlessness in the State, 

It has therefore, become a matter of imperative 
importance and urgency that this Stete of affairs in the 
State is changed without any further delay. This demands

Sir, 

We believe that your honour very well knows the conditions 
in the Jamm & Kashmir State and as to how the elections are 
conducted in this part of India. If the opposite party wins the 
elections the Government adopts such measures as to undo its 
effect. lt is not a case only óuring the Assembly elections but 
also in the Local Bodies and Penchayats that the Governmnt and 
its officials take such &'eps that no body may dare to stand 
against the party in comet In the year 1254 elections in the 
majority of the fown Ares Committees were won by Praja Parishad. 
This was not tolerable to the Govermm nt who took it upon iteef 
to adopt such measures as to undo what a loyal and pro indian 
organisation had won by its efforts. the first Onslaught of the 
Government was in the dismissal of Shri Jawela Parkash Vakil 
Hiranegar from the Chairmanship of the TA C HiTRUSEETT There 
was absolutely no charge and his dismissal was motivated with a 
malafide intention. The second casuality wes the suspension of 
the T.A.C.Kathue, Basohli and later Bishnah. No charge was 
levied and no explanation was sought. The committees were 
dissolved simply because wicey were dominated by Praja Parishad, 
and though the chairmen were highly educated but this fact was 
not looked with favour and the result was as indicated above. 
This incident was repeated in few other committees titi at last 
the turn of these committes came to an end and elections for 
the Town area committees in the State were declared to be held 
in last May and June 1955. But since as it would appear later 
the Government had no set plan to mke force tke of these 
elections they postponed them for such period as to create 
grounds for winning the elections. The mw experiment adopted 
py the Government quarters at Ramban, Arnia Town Area 
Committees was uniform. 

The opposition candidates were coerced and pressure 
was brought upon them to withdrew in favour of the party in 
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power. Applications vere illegally rejected and false voters 
were polled to defeat the opposition candidates. mlection 
petitions filed even four months ago have not been heard so 
fer and no judge has been appointed to conduct these petitions. 
Another strange drama of farce elections has been staged in 
Bishneh and Kathua £.a.C.e.ections. The unqualified under 
Matric Revenue Officers were appointed as Returning Vfficers 
who could not appreciate the ruling of the Supreme Court of 
India. Not only that the Deputy Commissioner Mr. bharat 
Bhushan who has recentyy been selected in the I A .S.Cadre 
went to Bishnah within its jurisdiction and asked Mr.Ved Paul 
to run away because he was a proposer of Praja Pari shad 
candidate his own brother. the District Magistrate was atonce 
confronted and he left the station the day following. the 
under matric Mkn Naib Tehsildar who has been especially 
promoted from the post of a Patwari and exempted to appear 
in the departmental examinatinn came to the rescue of the 
Nationsl conference candidates. The applications were rejected 
on flimsy grounds. If any {ndependent judge is appointed 
to scritnise these orders of the Returning Vfficer he must 
come to the conclusion thet the orders are nothing but 
fantastic/nonsense. simlar things were ve peated at Kathua. 

. At Bishnah polling the entire machinery of the Govt. 
was harassing the voters and distributing wine and money 
amongst them. Hired goondas were prought in the Town to 
terrorise the voters. Candidates were horrified, molested 
and bribed, and to suspass all even the successful candidates 
of Praja Parishad werenot decalred 50. S.Bachan Singh Panchi 
Member of the Praja Parishad Executive who was ore of the 
Polling Agents in ward No.3 protested against it and 
challenged the presiding Officer not to do the mi schief The 
result being that next day (16-12-58) was arrested for having 
dared to protest. He 4s being tortured and molested sven — 
pefore the elections work had started My, Sanjhi Ham who was 


formerly Praja Parsisüadü Chairman of the T.A.C.bishnah was 
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tried to be won over the National Conference, but he gaskgsd 
declined to do so with the result that he was detained under 
sec.3 of the Preventive Detention Act for the security of 

the State. He has not been given any grounds of detention 
and this Preventive detention tor the security of the >tate 
hes becouB very common 1n the State reducing the civil 
liberty to a nulity and has created en impression in the mind 
of the people that there is absolutely no deaocracy in the 
State but they were being ruled under the POLICE RAJ. Preja 
Parighad workers are wrongly restrained, tortured and 
burglered by the police. Complete reign of terror and 
lawlessness has been let loose in the town. 

These incidents are also shaking confidence of the 
people of the State in the ballot, and if these things 
continue the result will not be favourable for ALL OF US. 

I once again approach you in the fair name of justice, 
equity and good conscience to see things for yourself and 
to undo the mischief of those who have wrought the deed of

A university compiler reports that 
nearly 5,000 question papers are set 
in India every year for public school 
examinations at the higher secondary 
stage and about 75,000 at the universily 
level. This large number, together with 
the overall options it offers to the 
examinees, would justify the jibe that 
any change in the existing system of 
examinations would be a change for the 
better. Recently a question paper on 
statistics was set by a mathematics man 

| who had never taught the subject in his 
entire career. The question papers set 
by those who had "once" taught and 
are at present working either in the 
Ministry of Education or are on deputa- 
tion, provide more amusement, 


Examinations in India are a gamble. 
They are not based on even the theory 
of probability. The whole system works 
like a robot. Based on last-month cram- 
ming and sheer memorisation of facts, 
our evaluation methods are at least a 
century old. As early as 1948, Dr. 
Radhakrishnan, who headed the Educa- 
uon Commission then, had observed: 

xaminations, as they have been func- 
tioning, have been recognised as one 
of the worst features of Indian educa- 
tion. Commissions and committees 
have expressed their alarm at their perni- 

| clous domination over the whole sys- 
tem of education in India.” A scare for 
lhe examinees, the present system has 
become a terror for the invigilators be- 
cause of the acts of violence inside the 
examination hall. Once a student enter- 
ing the examination centre insisted that 
his dog, too, would go with him in'the 
hall for his personal safety. He pleaded 
that the dog would surely behave. When 
argument failed, the police had to be 
cailed to take away the dog and its 
owner. It is because of such incidents, 
coupled with other acts of violence out- 
side the examination hall, that some 
vice-chancellors suggested the formation 
of a university police force. 

The Kothari Commission recorded: 
"We are convinced that if we are to 
suggest any single reform in university 
education it should be that of examina- 
tions.” Yet nothing was done to rescue 
the erratic system from the traditional 
jeer, except the introduction of open- 
book examinations in some universities 
which resulted in mass copying and ge- 

| neral ridicule. Even the Punjab Gov- 
| ernment which gave practical shape to 
| the idea, with much fantare and publi- 
| city, had to withdraw the scheme. The 
result is that our examinations continue 
to be devoid of either any critical think- 
ing or any creative ability. The anly 
unifying link between the teacher sand 
the taught is the "guess-paper' or 
4 “expected questions.” This has encourag- 
| ed what js known as the * “question paper 
| svilabus.” In a larger analysis, it stunts 
he growth of ‘the so-calied recipients 
of education. 
. The real bane of this decadent and 
| deteriorating machine js the system of 
| over: ue options it offers to the exa- 
t s possible i in this system, for 
overage student of his- 


tory to completely omit one entire perlod 
(Hindu, Muslim or British, howsoever 
pernicious the division may be) and 
even then secure first-class marks. In 
mathematics, even mediocre students 
make a grade. In poetry, fiction and 
general English, it is worse. On primary 
and higher secondary students the ef- 
fect of over-all options is criminal, 


Young and impressionable minds 
should not be forced to make only se- 
lective studies. Questions permiting 
short answers should -be asked and 
essay-type, long answers should be dis- 
couraged. Only then will the students 
be able to cover the entire course in the 
event of abolition of options. It has 
also been admitted by educational ex- 
perts that short-answer questions can 
test the mental ability of the exami- 
nees much better than the cssay-type 
answers. In addition, the element of 
“written” work, which has been univer- 
sally condemned, is reduced, Nowhere 
else in the world is the student com- 
pelled to go on “writing” for three 
hours as in India. Even those candidates 
who have obtained distinctions in uni- 
versities have admitted that during the 
“three hours of writing" he hardly in- 
dulged in *thinking". Even the "unseen" 
problems of mathematics are fully anti- 
cipated and rehearsed. The written as- 
pect of our examinations is indeed an 
assault on the eyes both of the exami- 
nees and the examiners. That brings 
us to the question of external assess- 
ment vis-a-vis internal evaluation. 

According to the Kothari Commission 
report, “no major breakthrough towards 
the improvement of external examina- 
tions is possible unless (A) the tech- 
nical competence of paper-setters is 
raised through an intensive training 
programme sponsored by the Stato 
boards; (B) question papers are orient- 
ed to testing not merely the acquisition 
of knowledge but the ability to apply 
knowledge; and (C) the nature of ques- 
tions asked is improved.” All these re- 
main as mere paper recommendations. 
On the contrary, the quality of ques- 
tions asked in our examinations has fur- 
ther deteriorated. The system of "grace- 
marks” has not yet been abolished, des- 
pite a universal agreement of almost 
every educationist that it is an evil. 
Whenever a paper is considered to bo 
difficult either by students or by parents, 
the universities announce grace marks 
with instructions to the examiners. The 
determination of "cut off" points is 
also based on irrational methods. It is, 
therefore. ; absolutely necessary that 
scoring procedures should be thoroughly 
overhauled. 


It is one of the wonders of the Indian 
educational system that a candidate 
passing in certain subjects and failing 
in one or two is considered to have 
"failed." By this alone the examination 
system in our universities stands con- 
demned. What is required urgently, 
therefore, are reliable and rational tests, 
immediate abolition of over-all options, 
proper pedagogical assessment at the in- 
ternal level, and proper and scientific 
measurements at external examinations. 
It is mind that should rule mat- 
ter in examinations. only then will some 
semblance of reform be said to 
have been made in our age-old. defec- 
tive system of examinations.—INFA.

RESOLUTION 


The accession of the State with the Indian Union is the 
recognization of the principles that Bharat including Kashmir is 
one country and the corollary that the whole country should have one 
Constitution naturelly follows. There cannot be two constitutional 
sev up in the same country and if the principle is allowed to be 
compromised in respect of one part of the country it will encourage 
the other parts to follow the track and hence the national 
intecrity will give away to the disruptive elements tc play their 
miscnief. 


The article 370 of tne Indian Constitution was a temporary 
measure. as is evident from the speech of late Gopala Swami Aynéer. 
Arcunent is advanced in favour oX a separate constitution of State 
on the plea that their will be international comlications/might 
rise in g case request for separate constitution if not acceded. 
To thx us this has little meaning specially wien Union some and 
Prime Ministers have time atd again pronounced that there will be 
no Plebicite in the State. The whole contest of whe problem has 
changed cue to the entry of Pakistan in the Bagdad Pact. Moreover 
the idea of separate constitution wil} continue to be used by 
enti-notional element in the State that there is still some lacuna 
in the Xx accession ox the State wlü the Indian Union, To nip this 
sort oz trouble Praja Parishad wants that adoption of separate 
constitution for the State will be animical to larger interest of 
India. 


Principally, historically and gecgraepilically Kashnir is a part 
of Bharat and hence the people living in Kashmir should also 
enjoy the same rights and nas the same constitutional safegurads 
as the people living in the rest of India. To maintain the national 
integrity Kashmir should also nave same constitutional set up a8
